day that Germany would 
unleash a vast naval offen- 
sive in March and April, 
asserted that Nazi warships 
and U-boats had sunk 215,- 
000 tons of shipping in the 
past two days, and said he 
looked

"with 


fanatical assurance." 


"Victory will follow the march- 


ing feet of our soldiers," he said, 
Indicating that major land oper- 
ations might also be imminent. 


As Hitler spoke, 
London 
re- 


ported that British and American 
warnings have been given to Japan 
against any aggressive move to- 
ward Britain's Far East strong- 
hold of Singapore or the Dutch 
East Indies.

With this oblique reference to 


the nine European countries con- 
quered by German troops, Hitler 
linked a declaration that after the 
191'4:1? war "promises made to us 
by other nations 
were 
utterly 


futile and hollow. 
"Even the high-sounding prom- 


ises of former President Wilson 
turned out to be so much talk," 
ho said. 


In London. Prime Minister Win- 


ston Churchill saw Japanese am- 
bassador Shlgernitsu, the Turkish 
ambassador and the Greek min- 
ister.

The Internal Revenue Code pro 


vldes for "a reasonable allowanc 
for the exhaustion, woar and tea 
of property used In the trade o 
business, Including a roaaonab 
allowance for obsolescence," Fo 
conveniences, 
such 
allowanc 


usually Is referred to as dopr 
tatlon. 
In claiming a deduction for de 


preclatlon 
several 
fundamental 


principles must bo observed. Tho 
deduction must bo confined 
to 
property actually used In a trade, 
business, or profession, and to Im 
provoment on real property, other 
than property used by thn tax- 
payer aa his personal residence. 
In general, It applies to the tax- 
payer's capital 
assets—buildings, 
machinery, etc.—the cost of which 
cannot bo deducted as a business 
expense. 


A lawyer, doctor, or other pro- 


fessional man may not charge off 
aa a current expense tho cost 
of a library used wholly In his 
profession, this being a capital ex- 
penditure and the library a capital 
asset; but he may deduct an al- 
lowance 
for 
depreciation baaed 


upon the useful life'of the library. 
If part of a professional man's 
residence I* used by him for of- 
floe purposes, 
a 
proportitonato 


amount of tho depreciation sus- 
tained may be deducted, based 
generally on the ratio 
of 
the

• "In the first place, grass pro- 
vides the bejrt protection known 
•for many acres of land," Morris 
continued. "Grass breaks the force 
ot falling rain, and the millions 
of roots bind the soil together and 
keep It from washing. When mead- 
ows are overseeded with clover 
or legumes, these plants increase 
the fertility of the soil and fur- 
nish additional forage. 
"In the second place, few farms 


now have an adequate supply ott 
hay," the senior district technician 
a aid, "Meadows properly develop- 
ed and maintained will furnish the 
hay required for farm operations 
and for the production of live- 
stock. In some cases, meadows 
•will produce an additional cash 
crop. 
"There is a third advantage In 


the development of meadows," he 
continued. "Hundreds of acres of 
land have been left Idle because 
they lie in an adjacent to natural 
drains and cannot be used for the 
production 
of 
cultivated 
crops. 


Such areas make the best mead- 
owa because of the additional wa- 
ter collecting there."

• Morris; 
In establishing little Blue Stem 


. meadows, one of the most com- 


mon in this section, a good firm 
clean seed bed is prepared. The 
seeds are sown broadcast at the 
rate of 15 to 25 pounds per acre 
and then covered lightly with a 
spike tooth 'harrow or drill. Some- 
times, it Is desirable to plant a 
.thin seeding of oats to serve aa 
a nurse crop along with the Blue- 
stem, In February or March. Weeds 
and oats need to be mowed once 
or twice the first 
year. 
Under 


normal conditions, upwards of one 
ton of hay per acre may be cut 
after the second year of seeding. 


Bermuda grass is also used aa 
a meadow grass, especially where 
terrace water Is to be concentrat- 
ed. A well prepared seed bed upon 
which grass roots are dropped in 
rows and covered is essential to 
establishing a good solid turf. 


^Mr. Morris added that meadows 
supplement the co-orlnated con- 
servation practices established in 
cultivated fields by providing an 
erosion controlled area on which 
to empty terrace_water.
